Players, against whom the free kick 
48 directed, often feel the sume way, 
while thoze of the side taking the 
klek- usually labour under the 
dmpression that they too must retire 
to the 10 yards distance. * 

Things can go very awkwardly 
awry if a Referee permits a free 
kick to be taken with opponents 
within the ten yards ‘radius. If the 
kicker should foozle his kick find 
the ball travel‘only a few feet, the 
whole position might be reversed 
with resultant confusion. -That is 
why Referees often Fo to 
considerable tengths to muke op- 
ponents retire ten yards from the 
ball.
